Gertrude Samuels skillfully interweaves the effects of the man 
on history and his response in turn to the momentous happenings of his time. The 
book opens brilliantly with a picture of "Daveed" who, after having achieved the 
status of Prime Minister, decides to integrate into the life of a remote kibbutz in 
the Negev. In a seeming answer to the motivation,here the author furnishes a brief 
glance at the sources of Zionism, both historical and modern. And next she re- 
constructs the life of Ben-Gurion, his early years as a pioneer in Palestine, his 
career as labor leader and politician, against a most lucid description of life in 
Palestine under the British Mandate, the Arab riots, the fight for independence, the 
absorption of immigrants and the Sinai Campaign. Ben-Gurion's fantastic facility in 
dealing with the enemies of Israel both external and internal and his courage in trans- 
lating ideals into action bear witness in reality to the literal truth of Miss Samuel's 
title. Detailed information and spirited writing combine in a most satisfying portrait.

It is difficult to forecast the future of a man deeply involved in solving the @ 
mysteries of disease, but John Rowland has done a fine job in delineating Dr. Salk's long 
and arduous path to the victory over polio. Concerned only with Dr. Salk's work the book 
begins with his college years and his fascination with viruses. The effect of F. D. R.'s 
illness played an important role in Dr. Salk's focus on polio. As a research fellow at 
New York University School of Medicine and later as a researcher at Mount Sinai, he 
painstakingly and patiently found his answers. The author accents the most successful ex- 
periments and discoveries which led to nationwide innoculation against this dread disease. 
Personal detail is outside the scope of this volume which offers a concise picture of the 
polio fight in an interesting factual manner.

The story of the heroic stand of the Jews in the Warsaw Ghetto against the 
might of German arms and the depravity of German terrorism has been told unforgettably 
by John Hersey in The Wall (1950). What is etched forever on memory from that book 
is the extraordinary depth of psychological perception, as people emerge, larger than 
life- but with black, white and grey - good and evil- heroism and cowardice - self 
abnegation and self seeking all giving a note of authenticity that marks it as history 
rather than story... Uris has chosen, in making central to his story, the same unbe- 
lievable proof of man's capacity for suffering and ability to endure and fight and 
live, to tell it in a broader frame of reference, and to build,on factual details, a 
tremendous saga of adventure and heroism. Some of his characters, even within the 
ghetto, fail to meet the challenge; others temporize, excuse their cowardice on 
grounds of thinking of their families, but Uris never wholly penetrates the conflicts 
of forces within the people themselves. He simply states the case- develops the facts 

@ to prove it. But he has used all of his great gift of story telling to carry the 
great sweep from August- prior to German invasion of Poland- through the final escape 
of a mere handful of the freedom fighters from the holocaust that ended the month long 
defense of the Ghetto. He has tapped primary sources of notes kept at the time and 
held in the Ghetto Fighters House International Museum; he has interviewed individual 
survivors of the Ghetto Fighters' Kibbutz in Israel and the Survivors' Association; 
he has had access to the archives in Jerusalem and elsewhere. And- as he did in 
Exodus - he has brought history alive in what is indubitably fictionized form, but 
with the breath of life in the telling.

The famous name conjures up certain familiar paintings- usually seen in re- 
productions (The Lesson in Anatomy, The Descent from the Cross, Night Watch~ to give 
it the popular title- Pilgrims of Emmaus, The Burgomaster and His Wife, etc.). We 
know him as the Dutch painter and etcher, of the 17th century - but little of his 
life, or the struggle to gain- and keep- the recognition subsequent centuries have 
accorded him. And that is about the sum and substance. Gladys Schmitt has brought 
the period and the man, with his inner torments into focus, has made one share almost 
unbearably the controversies that raged around the man and his work. Extensive re- 
search, over a long period, has gone into the author's saturating herself with all 
that is known- or surmised- about Rembrandt, and against this immense absorption she 
has drawn a fictional creation with considerable conviction. The book has a sweep of 
period and a penetration of the mores of the people that brings his contradictions 
into relief. The book is overlong, repetitive in mood and some readers will quarrel 
with the author's drawing on her own imagination for dialogue, inner thoughts, and 
so on. But in the main it sustains a kind of objectivity. (This seems to be the 
reason for fictionized biographies of artists.)

Gombrowicz, Witold Harcourt, Brace 
FERDYDURKE $4.50 


A rambunctious set of opinions, partly in story form, is a little like [r:istram 
Shandy though with less humor and fun. The book has had a long and controversial career 
since its first Polish publication in 1937, and, as the author admits, reflects or pro- 
phesies a number of European philosophical-political dilemmas. But in what odd shape! 
The hero, 30, still gleefully balanced between youth and maturity, is humiliatingly 
snatched back into school by a doddering, verbose professor. The other boys fight among 
each other with words, or in a duel of making faces; all of this is related, throughout 
the book, to the power of attitudes (creeds, words, which can educate, fossilize or ac- 
tually kill) versus the human tendency to fragment itself, spiritually and physically, in 
gestures. Thus our hero, a "boy" in the household of the determinedly modern Youthful 
family, breaks the hold of youth by introducing chaos, and leaves them mouthing "enlight- 
ened" creeds. Having smashed that set of attitudes, he does the same for some country 
gentry, and provokes a run-around comedy in which roles are switched which ends again in 
chaos and flight... The form, the crude farce tone, even the symbols, are not for everyone- 
but there is an astonishing, unsettling truth in this book about the attitudes and ways in 
which people deal with reality. It is acutely attuned to almost every split in the modern @ 
world.

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knowing that he hasn't the courage to kill Juan- as he should, thinks of hiring one 
of his men to liquidate him, and then cannot. His failure extends to other spheres- 
to his relationships with Aurelia, a slattern, and Asunta whom he had wanted to marry. 
Only after Juan has endangered his own life, is Luis capable of action- he helps to 
clear him across the border... For all the stark extremes here- the absolutes of 
sacrifice, or shame, this also fills in greyer areas- compromise - default. It is 

an interesting book, although it may be difficult to place.

NUNCLE and Other Stories $3.50 


Ten short stories from the author of Hurry On Down, A Travelling Woman, 
etc., have no central focus - they go from the longish title story to an odd-ball 
monologue on sleep, from two pictures of childhood to antagonisms between men and 
women. WNuncie presents a seedy writer who can no longer write suddenly confronted 
by a new father-in-law who amazingly can do it well... Master Richard is a young 
monster determined not to reveal he is a prodigy and thwarted in perverting his 
younger brother by his love for him... Another young one conquers his fear of the 
“pig-man" - and other adults... A visitor reviews his knowledge of a man of the 
Alps... A man cannot face his jilting of a girl... An ex-lover creates a situation 
between the woman and her new companion... A dinner guest vacillates over the purpose 
of his invitation...

Robert Hansen is the author of a number of mysteries. This novel is consi- 
derably more ambitious than his earlier work and it is a well-written, vital book. 
Set in Kentucky in the present, the story focuses on the fates of two families - the 
Parsons and the Yosts, small farmers fighting a losing battle against industrial 
"progress". The two families, related by marriage, are drawn together by the death 
of Virge Parsons, a man of no visible accomplishments who devoted himself to his 
fiddle and thereby, other people's pleasure. There are two main events in the story:- 
the guilty love affair between Parson's daughter, Ruth and his adopted son Tom, in- 
terrupted by a number of years and brought to a climax at the funeral; and Bill Yost's 
antagonism toward his father and his general disappointment in life which culminates 
in his attack upon the older man and his own death. But this final tragedy is tempered 
by the fact that Ruth and Tom have decided to marry, leaving Fox Creek, and Virge 
Parson's land as a symbol of resistance to the new order.

* A splendid love story follows a relatively simple course but is very much 
alive- a kind of crackling intensity surrounds the people, places and sights and 
sounds of Israel, and the excitement of being in a new, diverse country, full of 
danger, friends and hard work.

A boy, Memed, lives with his mother 
in a village ruled by the cruel Agha. Overworked, he runs away and is brought back to face 
the Agha's punishment. At 18, Memed runs away again with his childhood sweetheart, Hatche, 
to keep her from a forced marriage to the Agha's nephew. They are pursued and Memed kills 
the nephew; Hatche is imprisoned; and Memed joins one of the many bandit-gangs that roam 
the countryside. After a remarkable forest battle, Memed proves his leadership, and later 
rescues Hatche. They lead a fugitive existence in caves, forests and the homes of a few 
friendly villagers. Hatche bears a son and is later killed. And over the years Memed be- 
comes a legend, finally shoots the Agha and vanishes forever.... Although there is much 
real revolutionary anger behind all this, it also has a genuine story-telling charm and 
exotic flavor of a world of impersonal cruelties. On the whole, the book is a pleasure.

A first novel concerns itself with murder and self destruction but is more in- 
sistent on its views of the people involved and the atmosphere of the "stinking incestuous 
island" - Tatony, off the Carolina coast. Here the summer residents, mockingly outspoken, 
deal high-handedly with locals, but when Jay Mowery is killed and his wife, Mercy, and her 
young lover, Ashley the handyman, come to trial, the residents are able to return slight 
for slight. From Carl, the village cop who is not allowed a uniform, the doctor, the land- 
lord who rents the summer houses, and Ashley and his resentments and immature posings, the 
telling shifts to the Dobbs and the Fraziers, to Mercy and her honesty about her marriage, 
to Miss Pritt who cares for her children, and to the colored people with their superstitions 
and withdrawal from white pryings.

A translation from the Catalan presents a somewhat unexpected picture of modern 
Spain, that of office workers and their bosses, and of their lives outside of work. Its 
subject is the possibility of men living together and through the enforced companionship 
of En Pere Jordana, a clerk, and Senyor Joaquim, his employer, a break-through class and 
tradition is made. For En Pere is selected to drive Joaquim on a tour of other offices 
to sell their wool fabrics, and, prudent and careful, he chauffeurs the boss from Barcelona 
to Saragossa. There is an accident and En Pere carries Joaquim to safety and emergency 
treatment on a remote farm where both get to know each other on a personal basis. En Pere e 
knows anguish and pity for the man who had been so near death while Joaquim learns of En 
Pere's grim life, the struggle he and his wife have just to exist, smokes his cigarettes, 
sees him drunk. Bits and pieces of the lives they are absent from are interpolated as are 
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scenes from the office, from Joaquim's partner's doings, and from their families' 
activities. Their discoveries that all men are men - besides being brothers, pre- 
sages that their return to the home office will mean something different for each. 

A complex of ideas and attitudes below a simple surface, this should create interest 
through its reflection of Spanish life today.

A small, crystalline, compact, hopeful novel from central Europe deals 
with a human touch-me-not, a girl of twenty two. Emotionally disconnected, she 
drifts through classes, and from one equally adrift man to another. Pedja wants to 
marry her. Why not? It's all the same, and there are economic advantages too-- but 
the prospect makes her remember. At seven, during the war, she saw her dog and an 
old man killed. Later, escaping across the river with friends, her boat was blown 
up, and she was left alone but alive in the black current. Death has long been her 
only reality, but because of her indifference, at 18, a young man killed himself. 

It is through this bitter, inexplicable memory that Nenad, a young medical student, 
finally gets through to her. He knows, he reminds her, and he makes love to her. 
When she becomes pregnant with his child, she wants to kill it- but he will not let 
her. Silent, waiting, with life and conscience at her elbow, he finally makes her 
turn to him and they are married. When Nenad is accidentally killed, she is no 
longer able to accept death... A fierce, desolate quality keeps this story from being 
sentimental and while somewhat special, it is often moving.

He dreams of being a combat hero--and becomes a medical 
technician stationed in Philadelphia. His encounters with a self-important, stupid 
officer, a truculent sergeant and a beautiful nurse get him transferred to Hawaii. 
For a brief idyllic while he is attached to the Pacific Intertainment Section and 
plays a bit role in Hamlet. With his usual luck Steve is sent to train for a 
combat mission. He is wounded while training, shipped to a stateside hospital, dis- 
charged and sent home. He is now ready to meet the future with the same expectancy 
that he faced upon entering the Army plus a strong sense that in life anything can 
happen. The hero is a beguiling young man, but the novel covers ground so often 
plowed before that one wonders at the need of yet another of this genre.

A first novel, this is a young Texan's account of his freshman year at a 
small college in Pennsylvania. Redwine Walker, arriving from his rich father's 
ranch in a red T-Bird, is a maverick, neither a serious student nor a playboy, 
though he has affinities with both types. Old Liberty is the college's ancient and 
monstrous dormitory, stratified according to the boys' status and inclinations, and 
according to Redwine the dorm is the most significant fact about Liberty College. 
Redwine recalls the highlights of that year - the courses he became interested in 
(creative writing); his soul-searching about his father's fraternity; the parties; 
his vacation trips to Cincinnati and Mexico; his involvements with the town girls; 
and the friends he made. His account is climaxed at the Spring Dance to which he 
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brought the town whore and which culminated in a disastrous fire burning Old Liberty to 
the ground and killing his best friend. Redwine ends up much sadder but considerably 
more committed. The book is reminiscent in attitude and style of both Kerouac and oe Lf 
Salinger but it is never anything more than imitative.

* Shirley Ann Grau's special talent and rather ineffable appeal which brought an 
immediate recognition with The Black Prince, a first collection of short stories, was 
more diffused in The Hard Blue Sky, a less successful novel. Here the transition is made 
from the shorter form to the novel with surer control and with a perfect consonance of 
character and setting. Once again, it is the hot summer days, the slow windless evenings, | 
which lend a somnolent but expectant character to the lives they enclose. Here, in an old, 
shabby house in New Orleans- with its memory of wealth, Joan Mitchell, twenty, lives with 
her frayed but charming mother, Aurelie, one of her three half-sisters, and the fifth and 
last of Aurelie's husbands, permanently retired to drink on the third floor. Joan, bored 
with the dull, attentive Fred, goes out twice with Michael Kern, a feckless young man, 
finds that a casual afternoon has more lasting consequences. Leaving the details to 
Aurelie, she submits indifferently to the abortion which is arranged with discretion. Only 
later is she aware of the "echoing emptiness inside her". Haunted by her loss, obsessed 
by Michael, she drifts on through a half-world of memory and regret until her estrangement 
is complete... It is a sad, wistful, young, timeless story, graced by this writer's fine 
drawn perceptions of lives which are private but never ingrown, and by the still, soft en- 
chantment of her prose.

Bratby, John World 
BREAKDOWN $4.95 


This is certainly the kind of book which is more of a temptation for the review- 
er than the reader. It is full of words, ranging from savage satire to gibberish, and 
likely to attract all kinds of opinion, whether in admiration of its virtuosity or outrage 
at its vulgarity. John Bratby, a very successful British modern artist, has told the story 
of James Brady, who is also a successful British artist but is NOT Bratby, from the day 
when he decides to leave his well-ordered life with his wife and son to his accidental 
death (on the point of a sword) some time later. In the interval between, there is a 
vertigo of experience of all kinds:- Brady's mock-heroic Pilgrim's to Rake's Progress has 
involved him with Esmerelda, eager to be seduced but not abandoned; he acquires a taste for 
more sordid night life- prostitutes and degenerates; he goes on the road; there is Sylvia, 
a whore, who bears his child and loses it; there is Rosalina; there are periods of total 
disintegration- and reincarnation; etc., etc. All of it is grotesque; some of it, parti- 
cularly in the passages where it apes spheres, schools and styles of both artists and 
writers, is versatile and acute; some of it is uncontrolled, foolish and tedious. And in 
general, most readers will not care to share Brady's vision of life at its most disfigured 
and distorted. Bratby has illustrated Brady's story in approximately brutish, surrealistic, 
angry black and white drawings.

An adult bedtime story has a sophisticated to seductive allure, and spends 
a few weeks in Greece with Tom Macpherson, a vice-consul who had been stationed in 
Salonika for five years and had chosen the Foreign Service as a "reasonable equivalent" 
to the Foreign Legion. He is joined by Bradley Cole whom he had once known at 
Princeton, Gloria, Cole's wife, Patrick Lanahan, a professor on leave from his family, 
and Vera, a native girl who agrees to show them around.

* Warren Miller is the author of three novels, The Way We Live Now, The Cool 
World and The Sleep of Reason. This is an account of what he has seen in Cuba on his most 
recent trip, during the later part of 1960. And like most novelists who write about poli- 
tics, Miller's book belongs in that special category of books devoted to a political fact 
which do not draw political conclusions. But in fairness it must be said that he is 
writing as a reporter would and is trying to be as objective as possible. He has inter- 
viewed Cubans, representatives of every class and of many occupations, and they speak for 
themselves here. And contrary to propagandist reports that Castro has the support of only 
20% of the people the picture that Miller presents is far closer to logic and reality: 
what is left of the upper class and most of the middle class are now anti-Castro; benefic- 
iaries of reforms - the peasants, the working class and the intellectuals are solidly 
Fidelista. He describes the various projects and radical improvements in several parts 
of Cuba which have resulted from the revolutionary reforms, the reactions of the people 
to topical events (such as the Bishops' Pastoral Letter), and the feelings of the country's 
writers and poets. Like other American writers before him Miller is most distressed by 
the ignorance of American officials in Cuba and by American newspaper accounts of day-to- 
day situations in Cuba. His account of the counter-revolutionary organizations in Miami 
leads one to believe that their primary characteristic is fatuity. Throughout his account, 
however, Miller remains distant from his material and will commit himself only so far as 
to say that he believes it is more important to understand what is going on in Cuba than to 
label it. He also believes that U.S. policy is designed only to alienate the Cubans and 
commit them more fully to the Socialist bloc. His book is intelligent, unquestionably 
readable and should receive attention.

Wollaston, Nicholas Roy 
CHINA IN THE MORNING $5.95 


The author, a journalist, tells of two months spent in Communist China where he 
found himself excited by the country's rapid progress, but appalled by its singleminded, 
faceless devotion to the huge task. Wollaston is the sort of a man who would have liked 
to have mingled with the Chinese people. He found this virtually impossible, quite likely 








more than usually so because his visit coincided with an enormous anti-British, anti-American 


propaganda drive based on both countries' intervention in the Middle East. Nevertheless, 


Wollaston is a sharp-eyed observer and he manages to report on a great deal of Chinese life, 


even though his activities were restricted by the rigid bureaucracy. China is not the 
“People's Democracy" it claims to be, but in Wollaston's opinion there is no doubt of the 
support of the people for the regime and the economic progress it has brought. They can 


see this, and they knew nothing of democracy to begin with. Wollaston then traveled through 
North and South Vietnam, Siam, Laos and Cambodia. He thinks (as does Lederer) most American 


aid to the non-Communist countries of Southeast Asia has been wasted, imposing a sham pros- 


perity from the top down. He is also critical of North Vietnam where he found the Communist 


rulers running the country for their benefit, as their predecessors did, without any real 
popular support.

Glaser, Kurt Caxton 
CZECHO-SLOVAKIA $5.50 


The author has an unusual story to tell- and one that will be unfamiliar 
to most Americans. Though his bias shows, he is an eloquent spokesman for his cause 
and casts a great deal of light from a different direction on a country most of the 
world thinks of vaguely as a small democracy that was swallowed up first by the Nazis 
and then by the Communists. Mr. Glaser's sympathies are rightist, pro-Slovak and pro- 
Sudeten German (though anti-Nazi) and the points he makes are these: that Czecho- 
Slovakia was never a real country at all and not much of a democracy; that it was 
formed by Benes and Masaryk so that a Czech majority dominated- sometimes ruthlessly- 
Slovak, German and other national minorities. He presents a rather convincing case 
for toleration of the "Republic of Slovakia" set up in the partition after Munich, 
and he argues that Benes pinned his hopes to Russia and the Communists while in London 
during World War II as the only way of getting the "artificial" state re-established. 
Therefore he holds Benes and his supporters responsible for the eventual Communist 
takeover, a controversial viewpoint. One need not agree with all the author's views 
(that the Sudeten Germans should be brought back to Czecho-Slovakia, for example, is 
hardly realistic) to find the book interesting and it affords a very different view 
of the intricacies of politics on the Danube. (LC:58-5333)

SKETCHES FROM LIFE $4.00 


Time has not dimmed Dean Acheson's recollections of the remarkable men he 
knew and worked with in the course of his career as a public servant. In surprising 
detail he recreates scenes and situations, some which made headlines like the Marshall 
Plan, the Schuman Plan, the ending of the tripartite occupation, the whole hearted 
adoption of ERC, and others which though confidential were equally significant, like 
Arthur Vandenberg's slow but complete conversion to UNRRA under the conditions of 
political concession, the dramatic speech Churchill never made, and Acheson's first 
experiences with the immutable illogic of the Russians. As he muses, so we wonder 
with him. How would history have changed its course if the several paths open had 
been followed in the innumerable examples Acheson presents? Informal conversation 
with Churchill and Bevin, luncheons with Adenauer, his position as the "rear echelon" 
to Marshall, countless anecdotal situations lived behind locked doors, reveal the 
character, thinking and personalities of the men who literally shaped world events.

Kunstler, an Eastern attorney and law professor who had nothing to do with 
California's most celebrated criminal case, has managed to obtain access to enough material 
about the Chessman trial to feel he is entitled to write a book about it. He devotes 14 
chapters to a reprise of what is supposed to have taken place at that trial, and then ap- 
pends a chapter explaining that the demise of the court reporter and subsequent mishandling 
by other stenographers make it virtually impossible to construct a true and representative 
trial record. Basically, Kunstler's treatment substantiates another current volume on the 
subject (Vinth Life, Putnam, May 15) by Machlin and Woodfield, two magazine men who fol- 
lowed Chessman's case through the appellate machinery. Although not as well written, 
Beyond a Reasonable Doubt? is an interesting companion volume to Winth Life, contributing 
its share to a scathing indictment of the many flaws in the jury system. No matter who is 
telling the tale, a defendant who elects to stand trial in propria persona gets the bad 
end of the courtroom bargain. In the minds of the American public, the Chessman case will 
not be closed until the courts of the land finally come to grips with the issue of capital 
punishment on a universal basis.

To call this biography "intimate" or "revealing" would be an understatement. 
Here- "The Man Who Won the War" is pictured candidly by his son, himself a man of 70 
today, and an incredible portrait it is. For Lloyd George was almost constantly in- 
volved in extra-marital affairs, teetering near the brink of public exposure and di- 
saster, saved through most of his career by the loyalty of his wife. That a man who 
rose to the highest post in his country could have survived this in public life is 
astounding, especially in a country just emerging from the Victorian era. Equally 
astounding is Lloyd George's virtual abdication of any real attempts to regain leader- 
ship after the war. At 58 he "retired" in essence to his estate where he surrounded 
himself with a harem- no other word could better describe the establishment he main- 
tained. Despite his own evident disapproval, the son writes warmly of his father, 
of his courage, his eloquence, his political genius. He is also as adept at capturing 
the flavor of an anecdote on paper as his father was in telling one. And through the 
pages of a thoroughly enjoyable book pass most of the great names in twentieth century 
British history.

This is a biography of Lucien Bunel, known as Pere Jacques, whose heroism, 
especially in the concentration camps of World War II, may lead to his beatification 
in Rome. Born near Rouen in 1900 into a large, devout, working-class family Lucien 
exhibited the characteristics of the special child and at the age of 12 entered the 
Petit Seminaire in Rouen. He was drafted from the seminary in 1920, served two years 
and was later ordained in 1925. He taught in a diocesan school and then, as a Carmelite 
monk, became headmaster of a boys' school at Fontainebleau. It was here that he was 
arrested by the Gestapo for sheltering three Jewish boys. His life thereafter in the 
concentration camps of Nene-Breme, Mauthausen and Gusen was one of permanent degrada- 
tion as he and his comrades were submitted to the psychopathic barbarity of their 
captors. He was a source of comfort to the other prisoners, effacing himself for 
their benefit, yet he remained one of the resistance leaders. He died of pneumonia 
in May of 1945, three days after the liberation. His story is written in a heroic 
style but its particular kind of eloquence, most evident in describing Pere Jacques' 
early years, may not be to the taste of everyone.

In this colorful, witty and compact "history" of his own state, the author 
of The Day of San Jacinto and other books about Texas devotes himself more to personal- 
ities than to dates, more to exploring forgotten corners of the Texas past than to 
recording details of politics and battles. Cutting legend down to size, he writes of 
the miseries of Spanish explorers, of Indians and early settlers, of a Davy Crockett 
who is not quite the hero of today's TV, and of the great Sam Houston, Governor of 
Texas, U.S.. Senator, and "the only general who was ever able to control a Republic of 
Texas Army". Telling the story of the Alamo, lost only because a romantic officer re- 
fused to obey Houston's order to abandon it, the author writes also of Santa Anna and 
his "yellow rose", of forgotten heroines like Sally Skull, who in the Civil War hauled 
cotton for the Confederacy, and of the still-remembered Temple Houston, Sam Houston's 
youngest son, a brilliant lawyer who could -- and did -- outshoot Billy the Kid.

This is what the title says- and not, as at first glance, a book that will 
solve the problem of the country week-ender who wants to be an efficient and relaxed host- 
ess. There is a lot in the opening chapters on the right kind and the wrong kinds of 
guests, the rules and requirements of hospitality, the knack of combining the right people, 
suggestions for simplifying the host's role, and the advice that if entertaining ceases to 
be a pleasure, give it up.

This "Story of a Missionary Family in Burma" is based on the written records of 
Albert and Cora Henderson, as well as Katherine Read's memories of her parents(and her 
childhood)in Burma where they stayed for forty years. The Hendersons, young, dedicated 
to their (Baptist) missionary work and devoted to each other, went to Burma in 1893 and 
settled at the mission of Mongnai- believed by the natives to have been built on haunted 
ground. In the first four years, only two patients came to Dr. Henderson for treatment. 
Then the Sawba sent him his bulldog who needed an extraction, then an elephant for minor 
surgery, and finally appointed him as his official physician-in-chief. In time the natives 
came to trust him- particularly after his conversion of the local Witch Woman. They were 
left with infants to rear (whose mothers had died in childbirth and according to native 
custom should have been killed) and started an orphanage which grew from 1 to 60 children; 
they taught hygiene as well as school, brought up their own family of three, and made many 
lifelong friends as well as converts before moving to another province....

This small book containing translations from six modern Greek poets renders 
an outstanding service to the world of English letters. It proves, among other things, 
and proves commandingly, the inestimable value a tradition, a mythology and a land- 
scape give to a poet who participates in them, and how they can prevent the poet from 
lapsing into the modern heresies of undue "privacy" and unintelligiblity. The volume 
presents the work of Constantine Cavafy (earlier introduced by Rae Dalven on Harcourt's 
list), Anghelos Sikelianos, George Seferis, D.I. Antoniou, Odysseus Elytis and Nikos 
Gatsos. Of the six Cavafy is perhaps unique and speaks most eloquently to this age. 
He often writes not of Greece, but of Hellenism- that confusion of many tongues and 
rubble of once great ideas and monuments which existed in Alexandria where the Greek 
spirit is preserved only by an everlasting vigil. Sikelianos and Seferis are poets 
who also communicate and both, if in different ways, are steeped in and use old Greek 
myth for modern purposes. The last three in the volume may seem slighter and less 
significant but their purpose and place are illuminated and made plain by the fine 
introduction by the editors.

FIELD BOOK OF NATURE ACTIVITIES AND CONSERVATION $4.95 / 


There are several major changes in the revised edition of the “’:eld sook 
of Nature Activities that warrant the attention of those who enjoy nature study. In 
addition to the new chapter entitled Rocks, Minerals and Fossils under the heading 
Specific Activities Projects, the most significant inclusion is the whole of Part III, 
Conservation Projects. Here the author outlines a program for soil and water con- 
servation as well as one for forest and wildlife conservation. The rest of the material

At a time when we wonder if Russia will move more toward the East of Mao's 
China, or the West of Democratic Socialism, this massive and impressive work looks at

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the history of that sprawling political entity in a Western framework. The book---as 
history, as writing---has many virtues. One is its dealing with early Russian history. 
Here the vague, obscure, and barbaric origins of the Slavic people (fur-wearing, nomadic, r 
often brutal) are put in close, meaningful juxtaposition with the Byzantine world which 
offered them language, religion, and politics. The Kievan Period (11th to 13th Century) 
makes particularly interesting reading, as does the Mongul Conquest (given less importance 
than by other historians), the rise of the City-States after the fall of Constantinople 
(1943), and the emergence of the powerful Czars---Ivan, the Romanovs, Peter. The complex, 
intellectual, tension-ridden 19th Century, filled with its Generals, Czars, and great 
literary figures, makes exceptionally good reading too. It is when the book enters what 
is roughly its second half---the 20th Century and the Revolution---that it may encounter 
some rough opposition. True, it deals with the past 60 years of Russian history exhaust- 
ively, and with hoped-for objectivity. But because of the nearness of the events des- 
cribed---and because of the highly partisan nature of contemporary Russian study---its 
views of Lenin and Stalin may anger some. Supplied with a huge bibliography and notes at 
the end, it is an admirable, well-written, and tremendously informative try at describing 
the great bear that is Russia. A must! (LC:61-7879)
